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POMEROY HANDLED WITHOUT GLOVES. 


He Is First Kicked Out of a Police Sta- 
tion and Afterward He Is Tak- 
em Back In. 


William C. Pomeréy, a labor agitator, dis- 
tinguished himself by being arrested at the 
Central Police Station last night. In addi- 
tion to this notoriety he was kicked out of 
the station by Detective Steibie. 

Pomeroy was headed north on Clark street 
about 9 o'clock last night with Morris Long. 
The latter, it is charged, attacked William 
A. R. Mitchell in front of the Willoughby, 
Hill clothing store, knocking his hat off. 
When Mr. Mitchell resented the assault a 


fight followed, in which the police took a 


hand. Pomeroy, Long, and Mitchell went to 
the Central Station, and while Sergt. Swan- 
fon was making the proper entries in the 
arrest book Pomeroy is said to have told 
Mitchell he would fix him when he went 
outside.

Is shot Down Beside Her Companion 
En Route Home from an lee 
Cream Social. 


Ottumwa, Ia., May 13.—(Special.]}—Mame 
Peterson, a girl 16 years old, was shot and 
killed by an unknown person, at Unionville 
last night. 

Miss Peterson had been at an ice cream 
social with George Shutts, a lad of her own 
age, and the two started home together 
about 11 o'clock, when some one stepped up 
behind them, according to the story of the 
Shutts boy, and fired three shots from a 
pistol. 

One bullet struck the girl in tite back of the 
head, killing her instantly. When she fell to 
the ground her companion was so frightened 
he ran away without giving her any atten- 
tion. 

Shutts went up-town, and said nothing 
about the occurrence to any one. The girl 
was missed, and a search resulted in finding 
her body this morning where it had fallen, 
her head tying’in a pool of blood from a 
wound near the base of the brain. 

Ned Hemphill, a young man of 23, who had 
been keeping company with the girl, and of 
whom he was jealous, was arrested today and 
placed in jail at Centerville before the crime 
became generally known. 

The Shutts boy’s story is looked upon as a 
strange one, but no suspicion attaches to 
him. His home is in Moulton. He was 
visiting in Unionville, and had only a slight 
acquaintance with the girl.

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most needed additions to the equipment of 
Northwestern at present. Naturally enough 
the faculty, students, and trustees of the 
university are greatly élated over the gift, 
the announcement of which was made only 
last night. . 

On Tuesday evening Mr. Deering called at 
the home of Orrington Lunt, the President 
and one of the oldest members of the Board 
of Trustees of the university. “When Mr. 
Deering left the house he placed in Mr. 
Lunt's hands an envelope, which he said 
would explain itself. When opened it was 
found to contain the securities 
spoken of. No intimation of his intended 
action had been given by Mr. Deering to 
any one before the whole transfer had been 
completed. The papers were placed yester- 
day in the hands of Dr. R. D. Sheppard, 
business agent of the university, who made 
the fact of the gift public. 

Gift in Realty. 

The principal item in the gift is a piece of 
real estate on the north side of Chicago. It 
is situated on Kinzie street, near Clark, and 
the ground is now occupied by a five-story 
warehouse used by Parkhurst & Wilkinson, 
iron merchants. It is leased by this firm for 
five years at an annual rental of $9,000. 
This larid and the building thereon is valued 
at $150,000, and by the terms of the gift is 
to be applied to the endowment fund of the 
university. In addition to this is included 
in the gift $20,000 in bank stock and $45,000 
in Sanitary District bonds. The stipulation 
in regard to this amount of $65,000 is that 
for the present and until the new building 
for the Illinois Trust and Savings company 
on the site of the Grand Pacific Hotel is fin- 
ished the income is to apply on the deficit 
arising in the university treasury on account 
of the nonproductiveness of the hotel prop- 
erty. When the new bank is finished and 


occupied the $65,000 is to be used for the erec- | 


tion of the new academy building. Mr. 
Deering has asked the privilege of naming 
at some later time the purpose for which the 
income from the endowment fund is to be 
used. Further, he has requested the new 
academy building be named Fisk Hall after 
the revered principal who has been at the 
head of that department of the university 
for over twenty years. 
Absence of Ostentation. 

Dr. R. D. Sheppard said last night: “ Mr. 
Deering has made this gift with the quiet- 
ness and absence of ostentation which have 
always characterized his gift-making in the 
past. The present recognition of the needs 
of the university will make in all about 
half a million of dollars he has given to our 
institution. We have been sadly in need of 
a new academy building for a long time. 
The new building for the trust company 
ought to be finished within eight months, 
making it possible to begin planning for the 
academy very soon. At this time, when 
the university has been deprived for so long 
of the income from the Grand Pacific prop- 
erty, the gift is especially acceptable.” 

Dr. H. F. Fisk, the principal of the acad- 
emy, was exceedingly enthusiastic over the 
prospects of increased facilities for his de- 
partment. The academy has had for several 
years an annual enrollment of over 500 stu- 
dents, yet its facilities have been sadly in- 
adequate to meet the needs of so large a 
number.

BURGLARS ROB TWO MAIDEN MISERS. 


They Sat Up Nights for Years Waiting 
for the Expected Event, Which 
Proved to Be Exciting. —

The robbers, who now numbered four, 
bound and gagged her and then performed 
a similar office for the other sister’ The 
sisters refused to tell where the money was 
hidden, but the burglars finally found it 
concealed in a box in an old lounge. They 
dumped the money, which was in bills and 
gold and silver coin, gut on the table and 
counted it. Then, after giving the cords 
that bound their prisoners another twist 
and warning them not to stir, they departed 
with their booty. After two hours’ work the 
sisters got loose. 

The amount of the loss is variously esti- 
mated from $1,000 to many times that sum. 
The Raynors are known to have been the 
possessors of $10,000 in govergment bonds, 
but it is not known whether they are gone. 
No clew to the identity of the burglars has 
been found.

Councell took the pencil and the spirit of his 
father, according to Ritter, guided his hand 
to form the word “ money.“ Then Councell 
jerked his hand away, rubbed his arm, and 
swore he would not have anything more to 
do with it. Ritter asked spirit if it would 
communicate through hi The spirit re- 
phed, No,” with one distinct rap. Jerome 
was then persuaded to take the pencil again’ 
and these words were written on the paper: 
Lange, murder. Two men will doit. Will 
in your favor.“ Me 

After the manifestations had been con- 
cluded Ritter said that Councell was dazed 
and like a man coming out of a mesmeric 
trance. Several nights after they had an- 
other séance, but could get no manifesta- 
tions.

Ritter produced in court the paper on 
which the words were written. The writing 
showed that the pen had been held in a 
trembling hand. The jury and the Judge 
gaped at it curiously. The prosecuting at- 
torney ordered that all the members of Rit- 
ter’s family who were at the séance be sum- 
moned as witnesses. 

Capt. Lange was very wealthy. It was 
generally supposed he would leave the bulk 
of his money to Councell, but the will be- 
queaths it ali to charitable institutions.

Elgin, III., May 13.—({Special.J}—Consump- 
tion can be cured.

| NEWSFROM WASHINGTON. 


BOUTELLE STRONGLY OPPOSES THE 
SENATE GUNBOAT BILL. 


Says the House Never Will Counte- 
mance the Reduction of the Number 
of New Battleships from Four to 
Twe—The Addition to the Navy 1 
Made Necessary by Impending 
Dangers and the Weakness of the 
National Defenses. . 

Washington, D. C., May 13.—[Special.}— 
After being twice instructed by the House 
of Representatives to stand by our guns re- 
garding the four new battleships for the 
United States navy,“ said Chairman Bou- 
telle of the Naval Affairs committee, it 
is not even in the range of possibilities that 
we are going to back down and accept the 
Senate proposition to make appropriation 
for the construction of two battleships only 
during the next fiscal year, which begins 
July 1, 1896. It has been impossible to hold 
a conference of the joint committee repre- 
senting the House and Senate, on account 
of the absence of Senator Hale of Maine, 
one of the conferres on the part of the Sen- 
ate. He has been at his home in Maine for 
several days, straightening out affairs inci- 
dental to the burning of his residence @ 
short time ago, but it is expected he will 
return to Washington the latter part of the 
week. In such an event it is likely the con- 
ferres may get together on Saturday and 
discuss the subject, with a view to reach- 
ing some satisfactory agreement. 

Under no circumstances, however, will 
the House conferres recede from their posi- 
tion that the navy requires four battleships. 
In fact, half a dozen would not be amiss, 
and we shall go into conference determined 
on this point. Cummings of New York, Kob- 
inson of Pennsylvania, and myself are the 
conferres on the part of the House, while 
the Senate conferres are Gorman of Mary- 
— Hale of Maine, and Quay of Pennsyl- 

nia. 


: Will Oppose the Reduction. 

When the Senate proposition which con- 
templates building two war vessels only in- 
stead of four, as recommended by the House 
Naval Affairs committee, came up in the 
House recently a determined effort was 
made to overrule our committee in its rec- 
ommendation, but it failed signally. On the 
motion made by Chairman Cannon of the 
Appropriations committee, which was 
seconded by Sayres of Texas, his prede- 
cessor as Chairman in the last Congress, to 
concur in the Senate amendment, the ayes 
could only muster 81, while those opposed to 
concurrence were 142, nearly a two-thirds 
majority. This indicated clearly the tem- 
per of the House on the subject, and when 
we go into conference I will not neglect the 
opportunity to impress this fact on the Sen- 
ate conferrees. 

“It might as well be understood at the 
outset. however, that we are going to stand 
up for the four battleships which we 
originally recommended after holding al- 
most continuous sessions for two months 
before coming to such a conclusion. Dur- 
ing that period there was a great deal of 
inflammatory talk on both sides of the Cap- 
itol, and our findings as to the number of 
vessels required seemed to be justified by 
an emergency that might confront us any 
time. It was generaily understood by mem- 
bers of the Naval committee and others in 
Congress that in event of a war the bulk of 
the service would devolve upon the naval es- 
tablishment of the United States, and it was 
a duty we owed ourselves to see that the 
necessary preparations were made in case 
serious trouble should be the outcome of 
the war talk. 

Four Not Too Many. 

“While we did not consider that it was 
necessary for us to go to war and spend 

200,000,000 or $300,000,000 to emphasize our 
sympathy with Cuba or some South Amer- 
ican republic yet we feel that four battle- 
ships would not be too many owing to the 
threatening condition of affairs. Some of 
the more advanced thinkers on our commit- 
4ee favored making the number six battle- 
ships and sticking to it, feeling convinced 
that the House would stand by us in taking 
this position. They were induced to recon- 
sider this idea, however, when it was stated 
that we have practically six new battleships 
if the four additional ones were authorized 
by Congress inasmuch as there are two new 
men-of-war about to be constructed at the 


Norfolk navy yard. 
All the talk we have had with members 


of the House since we took our stand in re- 

‘gard to the four Battleships has convinced 
us that we are right and that the people 
are with us, so we propose to fight it out on 
this line if it takes all summer.” 


SENATE PASSES THE HARBOR BILL. 


Appropriations of $12,200,000 Are Au- 
thorized—Divorce Bill Passed. 

Washington, D. C., May 13.—The riverand 
harbor appropriation bill was passed by the 
Senate today after an unusually stormy 
experience lasting many days. As finally 
passed the bill makes direct appropriations 
of $12,200,000 and authorizes continuing con- 
tracts of $64,000,000, an aggregate of about 
$76,000,000. 

During the debate today the statement was 
made that this was the largest aggregate for 
a river and harbor bill in the history of the 
government. Mr. Gorman sought to secure 
an amendment to the bill limiting the con- 
tract expenditures to $10,000,000 annually, 
but the amendment was tabled—yeas, 40; 
nays, 23. Mr. Frye, Chairman of the Com- 
merce committee, closed the debate on the 
bill by a statement showing the remarkable 
development of American commerce and the 
consequent decrease in freight rates. On 
the final passage of the bill nine Senators 
voted in the negative. 

A number of House bills on the calendar 
were passed during the day, including the 
bill requiring a year’s residence in any Ter- 
ritory as a requisite to divorce. 

The Dupont contest comes up by agree- 
ment tomorrow. 

Bills were also passed to authorize a life- 
saving station at Port Huron, Mich., and to 
establish a railroad bridge across the IIli- 
nois River near Grafton, III. 


DESIROUS OF REIMBURSING SEXTON. 


Ex-Postmaster May Be Paid for Funds 
Stolen Three Years Ago. 
Washington, D. C., May 13.—[Special.]—A 
favorablereport was made today by the House 
Claims committee on the bill introduced by 
Representative Cooke of Illinois authorizing 
the Postmaster-General to credit ex-Post- 
master Sexton of Chicago with $3,757 for 
postal funds stolen from his office on Dec. 
12, 1893. Favorable action on this bill was 
recommended by the Postmaster-General 
and Assistant Attorney-General for the 
Postoffice Department, the evidence clearly 
showing that there was no negligence on the 
part of Mr. Sexton at the time he was Chi- 
cago’s Postmaster. Inspector James E. 
Stuart, who made an investigation of this 
case, reported that it was a bonafide rob- 
bery conéeived and planned if not perpetrat- 
ed by some one perfectly familiar with the 
workings of the Postal Department at Chi- 
cago. This plan was so well executed that 
up to the present time we have been unable 
to get a single clew that would fasten upon 

the guilty party.“

Boats Passing Detroit Will Get Their 
Letters as Usual. 
Washington, D. C., May 13.—-[Specſal. 
Past master-General Wilson today signed the 
contract which makes the Detroit marine 
postoffice a certainty for the remainder of 
this year, or at least until the close of navi- 

gation about Dec. 1. 
“This action on the part of the Postmas- 
ter-General,” said Supt. Machen of the free 


| delivery service, will be heard with satis- 


faction by vessel-owners, and, in fact, all 
whose duties compel them to work on the 
great lakes. 

According to the terms of the agree- 
ment between the Postoffice Department and 
Charles Bielman of Detroit, the contractor 
will furnish the equipment for this service, 
except the letter-carriers, who will be de- 
tailed from the Detroit carrier force. There 
will be a continuous service night and day 
throughout the twenty-four hours, each car- 
rier being on duty eight hours at a time. 

In addition to delivering letters and 
ordinary mail matters telegrams and money 
orders also will be a feature of the deliv- 
ertes by the two rowboats which will form 
a part of the postal equipment of the tug en- 
gaged for this work. Instructions have 
been given the Western Union. Telegraph 
company by a number of vessel-owners and 
shippers doing business on the lakes that 
when a telegram reaches Detroit intended 
for a craft bound through to Chicago or 
Duluth, a two-cent stamp and a special de- 
livery stamp will insure delivery by the 
marine postal service. This will be a great 
saving to all persons interested, for hitherto 
it has cost a dollar to deliver a telegram to 
vessels passing Detroit via the lakes. 

“A code of signals has been adopted, so 
that a vessel can tell night or day whether 
there are letters or telegrams awaiting it, 
and thus avoid unnecessary delays.“

ALLEGED FORGERS TAKEN IN CUSTODY 


Charles Becker and James Cregan Are 
Traced to Newark, N. J., and Ar-

Charles Becker and James Cregan, who 
were arrested in Newark, N. J., yesterday 
by Pinkerton detectives, are supposed to 
be members of the gang of forgers who in 
December last defrauded the Nevada Bank 
of San Francisco out of $10,000. Joe Mc- 
Clusky and Frank L. Seaver, the other mem- 
bers of the gang, were arrested in St. Paul 
and Minneapolis for attempting a similar 
crime and are now in jail in San Francisco. 

Early in December a man calling himself 
A. H. Dean opened an account with the Ne- 
vada Bank of San Francisco, A few days 
later he deposited a draft on the Crocker- 
Woolworth Bank of San Francisco for $22,- 
000, drawing out $20,000 the next day. When 
the draft was returned to the bank whence 
it was issued it was found it had been raised 
from $12,000 to $22,000, but so finely had 
the work been done the draft had paised 
through the clearing-house without the 
fraud being detected. 

The case was given to the Pinkerton agen- 
cy. Two months later the gang planned a 
similar forgery in St. Paul, but it was de- 
tected, and McClusky and Seaver were ar- 
rested. Becker and Cregan were traced to 
the East, where they were arrested yester- 
day. Both are well-known crooks, Becker, 
it iseclaimed, being the man who raised the 
draft.

METHODIST CONFERENCE TO HOLD 
ITS ELECTION TODAY. 


This Action Will Follow the Report 
of the Committee on Episcopacy— 
Dr. J. W. E. Bower of Gammon The- 
ologieal Seminary a Candidate 
Woman Question Again— Change in 
the Date of the Meeting—Debate on 
Infant Baptism. 

Cleveland, O., May 13.—[Special.]—There is 
much speculation tonight among the dele- 
gates to the Methodist Episcopal General 
Conference over the report of the Committee 
on Episcopacy. This committee announced 
today it would not be able to report on the 
number of new Bishops which would be rec- 
ommended until tomorrow morning. The re- 
port will be followed by the elections. 

The question of appointing a Bishop of 
African descent promises to cause some 
heartburning, especially among the colored 
delegates. The colored people constitute one- 
fifteenth of the entire membership of the 
church, and feel themselves entitled to rep- 
resentation in high places. 

Their candidate, the Rev. J. W. E. Bowen, 
D. D., Ph. D., is Professor of Historical The- 
ology in the Gammon Theologica! Seminary. 
He has the reputation of being an orator and 
scholar. 

Among the white delegates the sentiment 
is against electing a colored man. They do 
not think the time has yet come for sucha 
move, and feel that the race has not yet ad- 
vanced far enough to justify it. A com- 


promise may, perhaps, be reached by ap- 


pointing a colored man missionary Bishop 
to Africa as successor to Bishop Taylor. 
Woman Question Again, 

The woman question came up today, but 
was not considered in a serious manner. It 
came up in the following resolution, pre- 
esnted by the Rev. Granville Lowther of 
Southwest Kansas: 

** Whereas, This conference has decided.to 
send to the annual conferences the question 
as to whether the word‘ layman’ shall be 
so construed as to include woman; and, 

‘* Whereas, It is believed by many that on 
scriptural grounds women cannot be ad- 
mitted.to the General Conference; there- 
fore, 

Resolved, That we also submit to the an- 
nual conferences the following question: 
Are women included in our articles of re- 
ligion, paragraph 7, which reads: ‘ Man is 
very far gone from original righteousness '? 

Resolved, While this question is pending 
that it be the order of the General Confer- 
ence that women obey the apostolic injunc- 
tion: Let your women keep silence in the 
churches.’ 

“That they do also refuse the knowledge 
that comes from books, papers, magazines, 
lectures, lyceums, and reading circles, and 
‘If they would learn anything let them ask 
their husbands at home.’ 

Since on scriptural grounds some of our 
brethren have served notice that they will 
raise this question on the day of judgment, 
that the annual conferences decide, by vote 
whether women are included or excluded in 
th language, ‘ Every man in his-own order,’ 
in Paul’s chapter on the resurrection.” 

The resolution was referred to the Commit- 
tee on Eligibility. 


Baptism of Infants. 


A report suggesting a change in the matter 
of baptism caused a prolonged discussion. 
The proposition was to the effect that those 
who were sprinkled in infancy could, if de- 
sired, be immersed when they grew older. 
This was opposed by Dr. Leonard and others 
on the ground that it was a discrimination 
against infant baptism. During the debate 
Dr. Buckley said that he was satisfied that 
there were in the Baptist Church over half 
a million members who would now be in the 
Methodist Church if they had been given 
the right to choose how they were to be 
baptized. He moved that a part of the 
discipline be stricken out so that adults 
baptized in infancy might be allowed to be 
baptized ‘again in any way they might elect. 

The Rev. W. 8. Matthews of Southern 
California said he did not believe in dis- 
crediting infant baptisnf® but he did believe 
that adults who have been baptized in in- 
fancy should be given the same right to be 
baptized that unbaptized converts have. 


"The Rev. Dr. J. E. C. Sawyer said that he 


thought the Methodist Church would be 
very much bettered by striking out the foot 
note. He was sure it would help the growth 
of the church membership. The section was 
recommitted, with Dr. Buckley’s amend- 
ment, to the Committee on Revisals. 


Change in Conference Date. 


The change in the date of calling the Gen- 
eral Conference from the ist of May to the 
first Wednesday of May was adopted by a 
vote of 327 to 19. 

The Detroit Conference offered a. resolu- 
tion in favor of having the General Confer- 
ence. meet once in six years, instead of once 
in four years. The matter was referred to 
the Committee on State of the Churchy/” 

The Committee on Book Concern made an 
adverse report on the recommendation to es- 
tablish a Methodist daily paper; it also made 
a like report on the recommendation that the 
Western, Northwestern, and Central Chris- 
tian Advocates be consolidated. The report 
was adopted. 

A resolution instructing the nations of 
Europe as to their duty toward Armenia was 
sent to the Committee on State of the 
Church. The resolution denounced the Ar- 
menian outrages and referred to the apathy 
of the Christian governments of Europe and 
America. It called upon Congress to pass a 
joint resolution authorizing the President 
to enter into-negotiations with the European 
powers most directly Interested with the view 
of interfering and preventing further mas- 
sacres. 

To Retire Three Bishops. 


At the meeting tonight of the Committee 
on Episcopacy it was voted to place Bishops 
Bowman, Foster, and Taylor on the retired 
list. The action was not considered as final. 
Dr. J. M. Buckley, as Chairman of the com- 
mittee, was appointed a committee of one 
to confer with the Bishops regarding the 
action taken and the three Bishops appeared 
before the committee. Bishops Bowman and 
Foster acquiesced in the decision of the com- 
mittee, but in the case of Bishop Taylor final 
action was not taken. 

The Subcommittee on Missionary Bishops 
in its report declared in favor of a mission- 
ary episcopacy, and the selection of General 
Superintendents for India and Asia. The 
missionary episcopacy part of the report 
was adopted, but the section concerning 
General Superintendents was postponed. 

The question of the number of Bishops to 
be chosen had been practically agreed upon 
at the meeting last night, and the report of 
the subcommittee that three Bishops should 
be recommended was adopted without. dis- 
cussion. | 

The report of the subcommittee on a Bish- 
op of African descent was presented and 
caused a prolonged discussion. The report 
declared it to be the sense of the committee 
that in the selection of Bishops there should 
be no discrimination on account of color or 
nationality. The second portion recom- 
mended that one of the Bishops to be chosen 
should be of African descent. A delegate 
who opposed the report said when the time 
came to have a Bishop of African descent 
and when a man was found who was quali- 
fied to hold such a position, he would be 
ready to vote for it, but he did not think that 
time had now come or that such a man was 
available. 

A motion to recommend the first part of 
the report was carried. This was followed 
by an unsuccessful attempt to table the part 
referring to the Bishop of African descent. 

As the result of today’s meeting of the 
Committee on Itinerancy two reports will 
probably be presented to the conference on 
the subject of the time limit. The subcom- 
mittee which has beén considering this ques- 
tion reported in favor of keeping the limit to 
five years in ordinary cases, but in extra 
cases extending it for a period of ten years, 
and it was adopted. A minority report 
abolishing the time limit will be made.

It was this extraordinary action which 
angered the Illinois men and caused them to 
resort to tactics which they had not con- 
templated before. The result of the motion 
was to take the matter, out of the hands of 
Cooke, which was something in the nature 
of a direct insult, and in addition to that 
it cut off from the privilege of the floor 
Ficpkins and Cannon of Illinois and others 
of the delegation who had expected to speak 
as well as Daniels of New York, the ven- 
erable and respected Chairman of the Elec- 
tions committee, who had expected accord- 
ing to custom to close the debate. Hopkins 
was made the parliamentary leader of the 
Rinaker men at once, and under his direc- 
tion the House was made the scene of fill- 
bustering and quorum counting to a degree 
not before known since the days of the 
Fifty-first Congress, when Reed with a 
narrow majority behind him established his 
celebrated ruies. 

Before the vote on the previous question 
could be taken Hopkins moved to adjourn, 
which was defeated by a vote of 139 to 96. 
This was the real test, of course, and the II- 
linois men knew from that time that they 
were beaten, but they followed it up witha 
series of motions, calling for a division anda 
yea and nay vote on each one, keeping the 
House thus in a turmoil for something over 
three and aihalf hours, the final settlement 
of the question not being reached until 8:45 
p. m. f 

During all this long struggle there was 
great bitterness manifested on both sides, 
and Hopkins and the Speaker had several 
tilts. On one occasion when the Illinois 
man had demanded a verification of the 
vote Reed said in a sarcastic tone: I am 
gcing to have the House convinced on this 
subject.“ 

Thereupon Mr. Hopkins said with mani- 
fest irony which did not add to the prospect 
of good feeling: I thank the Chair for his 
candor.” , 

Reed Counts Them Present. 

Toward the end of the evening, after the 
minority had been substituted for the ma- 
jority report, the friends of Gen. Rinaker, 
having failed in every other effort for delay, 
endeavored to break a quorum. They re- 
frained from voting and Speaker Reed was 
obliged to put into actual practice his famous 
System of taking official cognizance of the 
presence of certain members. This he did 
repeatedly, and there was much amusement 
on the Democratic side over the fact that 
the great Speaker of the House who had 
invented and maintained this system was 
by the irony of fate obliged to employ it to 
keep out of his seat an Illinois Republican 
contestant. 

When the final vote was taken on the adop- 
tion of the substitute only 141 persons voted, 
all but two of them in the negative. A 
quorum of the House is 179, so it was nec- 
essary for the Speaker to find present and 
not voting thirty-eight persons. 
not do this without leaving the chair, as the 
Rinaker men had deserted the hall. 

Then was presented a singular spectacle. 

Payne and Fairchild of New York and 
Dalzell of Pennsylvania, all Republicans, 
constituted themselves a special smelling 
committee on their colleagues and made 
personal reports to the Speaker of the pres- 
ence in the lobbies and cloak-reoms of 
various Republicans who had failed to vote. 
The Democrats sat idly by and enjoyed the 
fun. 

With the assistance of these scouts and 
that of the clerks the Speaker was able to 
secure the necessary number to make a 
quorum, and he announced that 180 persons 
were present in the House, reading off the 
names of those who were recognized by the 
Chair as being there. 

Hopkins Challenges the Count. 


This count was challenged publicly by Mr. 
Hopkins, but Speaker Reed declined to con- 
sider to challenge or to verify his count, al- 
though it was but one more than a quorum. 

Thereupon the House adjourned after the 
most exciting day of the present session and 
Gen. Rinaker, who has haunted the lobbies 
since the opening of the session, left the 
Capitol a broken-hearted man. 

It is the intention of the Illinois men, if 
possible, to secure from the Elections com- 
mittee the first thing tomorrow a resolution 
instructing the Sergeant-at-Arms to go at 
once to Illinois and with the usual subpœna 
secure from all the County Clerks in the dis- 
trict every ballot in the election for Congress- 
man and bring them to Washington at once. 
The Illinois men in this way hope to make 
a test of whether the Republican opponents 
of Rinaker are in earnest in insisting ona 
recount or whether they propose to cheat 
him out of his seat altogether. Under the 
most favorable circumstances Gen. Rinaker 
cannot be seated possibly until about the 
close of the present Congress, no matter 
how large a majority may be shown for him, 
and Downing will enjoy the salary and other 
perquisities in the meantime. 


GOMPERS CALLED IN BY STRIKERS. 


American Federation President to Ar- 
bitrate the Milwaukee Trouble. 

Milwaukee, Wis., May 13.—[(Special.]— 
Samuel Gompers, the President of the Am- 
erican Federation, will be here tomorrow, 
and it is expected that body will take a hand 
in the street car strike, but in what manner, 
except to order a sympathetic strike, is un- 
known.

Guileless of Collusion, 


Who makes the prices? I can only speak 
for the Lincoln company. We make them 
for ourselves. We decided last fall that ice 
this summer would be worth 40 cents per 
100 pounds in small lots. If ether dealers 
reach this same conclusion in arriving ata 
price at which they can afford to sell ice 
it simply proves the correctness of our own 
judgement in the matter, and does not in- 
dicate any agreement by which all com- 
panies charge a uniform price. 

Ice is not higher in price than the con- 
ditions warrant. There is a demand for all 
in the market, and prices will not fall. Why 
should some dealer sell at lower prices than 
we charge when he can just as well get the 
higher price? People in the ice trade are 
not throwing away money that way.“ 

James P. Smith & Co.’s manager claimed ° 
to know nothing of any trust in the fice 
business. 

In denial of some of the stories that have 
been told,“ he said, I will make the state- 
ment that this company will furnish ice to 
anybody who wants it and will pay his bills, 
whether he has been or is a customer of any 
other company or not. That fact mukes 
no difference whatever. We don't ask who 
has been serving a new applicant, and we 
don’t care to know. Prices are not the same 
to all, because naturally an old customer 
who pays his bills promptly, and with whom 
we have never had any trouble, fs treated 
with more consideration than a new one.”

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MICHIGAN TAKES THE S&COND GAME 
OF THE SERIES. 


Chicago Collegians Are Outplayed at 
Every Point—Watkins’ Pitching 
Wins the Game for the Ann Arbo 
Team—But Two Short Hits Secure 
Of His Delivery—Maroons Make’ 
Costly Errors—Northern Team Very 

Strong in the Field. 

Outbatted, outfielded, and outgeneraled 
from start to finish, Capt. Abells’ team of 
baseball players succumbed to the Univer- 
sity of Michigan aggregation yesterday aft- 
ernoon on Marshall Field. 

One thousand people watched Coach Sex- 
ton's bpys run the score up to 6 while the 
Maroons were busy acquiring nothing but 
goose eggs. No one expected to see sucha 
walkover for the Wolverines, for from the 
game last Saturday the teams were judged 
about equal in strength, College men of 
course had no such idea, those from each 
university backing their alma mater with 
both words and “‘ long green.” As a con- 
sequence many Chicago students will be 
compelled to let their term bills run a little 
longer, while the Michigan sports will spend 
Chicago money. 

Leaving out the prime reason for Chicago's 
defeat—that the boys didn’t make enough 
runs—two causes conspired to win the game 
for Michigan, Watkins’ wonderful pitching 
did most of the business. Only two little 
hits were made off his delivery and Chicago’s 
best batters fell before his prowess. Even 
the mighty Nichols failed to get a hit, the 
best he could do being a brace of high files 
to the outfield. Brown and Herschberger 
were the lucky men, each scoring a short 
single. 


Chicago’s Errors Costly. ry 
The other thing that helped the Wolvérines 
was Chicago’s miserable errors. Nichols 
pitched a steady game throughout, alldwing 
only seven hits, but his support at times was 
rank. Michigan would have won, however, 
even if Chicago had played an errorless 
game, for two of their runs were earned. 
Se me thought the Chicago team was weak- 
ened by the absence of Winston at third base. 
This cannot be urged with any degree of 
reason, however, for G. Clarke, who played 
the position, took everything that came his 
way without an error. Brown in left fietd 
had an off day, making two bad errors—one 
a rank muff of Lowney’s fly and the other a 
bad fumble in the fielding of Watkins’ long 
hit in the eighth inning. Herschberger also 
made an error on the same play. Capt. 
Abells is responsible for the other error, 
which was a bad throw to third base.

Michigan Bats First. 


Michigan came first to bat with Hollister 
up. When two strikes and two balls had 
been called on him Nichols pitched one which 
scraped the M on Hollister’s shirt and the 
batter was given his base. Deans followed 
with a sloweone to shortstop which could not 
be flelded in time to head him and he got his 
base by a hair’s breadth. Then came Nie- 
Kinney with a neat sacrifice, advancing 
Deans and Hollister to second and third. 
Then Watkins sent a nice one to center, tak- 
ing first and scoring both runners. Catch- 
er Holms came next and sacrificed ona pret- 
ty bunt. Lowney knocked a nice one out to 
srown in left fleld and that fielder got di- 
rectly under it. The Chicago rooters settled 
back with one great premature sigh of relief 
as he seemed to gather it in, but he dropped 
it, and Watkins crossed the plate with the 
third run. It was the last in the inning, for 
Bloomingston went out from Sweet to Abells. 

Nichols handled the willow first for Chi- 
cago. He sent a long one to center, but 
Shields was there and took it in. When 
Jones came to bat he was delayed a moment 
while a colored porter presented him with a 
maroon banner from his constituents in Di- 
vinity Hall. He doffed his cap from his 
lofty head and then rewarded his admirers 
by going out to Shields in correct imitation 
of his predecessor. Adkinson got his base 
on balls, stole second, and went to third on 
the mix-up caused when Holmes tried to 
throw him out at second. It looked like a 
run, but Clarke went out on a hard line drive 
to McKenzie. 

No Runs in the Second. 


In the second and third neither side scored. 
With one man out in the third Nichols got 
his base on balls and stole second. Jones 
flew out to center again, but Nichols made 
a great steal of third soon after. Another 
chance of scoring was spoiled, however, 
when Adkinson struck out.

Judges Decide He Rides to Lose—

Judges Nathanson and Kuhl had their 
glasses on Jockey Hogan in the fifth race at 
Sheffield yesterday and after the boy dis 
mounted called him before them and ruled 
him off.

FIRE DESTROYS A PLANING MILL. 


Threatened Repetition of a Disaster 
of Two Years Ago. 

Shortly before 2 o’clock yesterday after- 
noon fire from an unknown causé broke out 
in the Lincoln street planing-mill, belong- 
ing to the Edward Hines Lumber company, 
and at one time it looked as if the lumber 
yards in the vicinity of Blue Island avenue 


and Twenty-second street were going to be 


visited by a repetition of the disastrous fire 
of 1804. 
The mill, a one-story frame structure, 150 


1300 feet, was entirely destroyed. 


As the flames spread three alarms were

ing. It was only by the most strenuous ef- 
forts of the Fire Department that the flames 
were finally controlled. 

The burned building stood 200 feet east of 
Lincoln street and 300 feet south of Blue 
Island avenue. It was surrounded by lumber 
piles on three sides. 

The Fire Department places the loss at 
$5,000, but Edward Hines says that it will 
be three times that sum. The insurance on 
the building and contents, he said, is $1¥.,- 
000. Besides the building, ten planing ma- 
chines and about 300,000 feet of lumber were 
destroyed. |

Championship Pennant to Be Offered 
to the Club Winning the Serie 
French Army Folding Bicycles Are 
Now on Sale in Chicago—Entries for 
the Road Race Number 651—Consti- 
tution Committee of the New Road 
Club Holds a Meeting. 

If the plans now projected go through 
without interruption another tournament 
of the sport called royal cycling will be 
held at Tattersall's July 6 to 11.

The French army bicycle, constructed in 
such a manner as to fold into a small com- 
pass, is the latest comer to Chicago. The

wheel is made with a frame pivoted in the 
middle, allowing the two wheels to be folded 
upon each other and reducing the space oc- 
cupied by the machine one-half. By re- 
leasing a lock the frame is released and the 
folding accomplished. It is asserted by the 
manufacturers that there is no loss in the 
strength or rigidity of the frame, with a de- 
cided gain in convenience. The wheel is of 
the pattern made for the use of tne French 
army on the march, its folding form being 
adopted for convenience in camp. An enter- 
prising Yankee manufacturer grasped the 
possibilities of the idea and has placed it 
upon the market.

FOR THE SOUTHERN STATES EXPOSITION 


Organization for Exhibits Is Decided 
Upon and 115,000 Square Feet of 
Space Is Applied For. 


Augusta, Ga., May 13.—[Special.]—The or- 
ganization of exhibits for the Southern 
States Exposition at Chicago is proceeding 
rapidly.

Louisiana and Texas are 
waking up in response to urgent letters, and 
ex-Senator Walsh will probably visit those 
States next week to assist in organizing 
them. It is now certain that they will not 
be left out, despite the inaction of their sec- 
tional committeemen, who have done noth- 
ing to forward the work. Efficient work is 
in progress in Kentucky and West Virginia, 
and Chicago can rely upon it thag the South 
will fill the biggest building that can be se- 
cured. 


VAN CLEAVE MUST GIVE ACCOUNT. 


Controller Wetherell Serves Notice on 
the City Clerk. 

Controller Wetherell proposes to find out 
something concerning the moneys which 
City Clerk Van Cleave has collected as 
license fee as well as other moneys collected 
by him. 

The City Clerk has been in the habit, it 
is stated, of charging 50 cents for the issue 
of tags to hackmen, cabmen, and hotel run- 
ners, while peddlers and expressmen, junk 
dealers, and hucksters have been obliged to 
pay $1, and in addition 50 cents for Hcense 
fees. 

The office of the City Clerk being elective, 
he cannot lawfully claim any compensation 
in the way of fees in addition to his salary, 
and yet City Clerk Van Cleave, it is said, 
has never made any report of his receipts 
from fees and licenses. The City Council 
appropriated $15,000 to buy tags and badges 
and blanks for licenses and pay salaries. 

So much complaint has been made that 
Controller Wetherell yesterday sent a notice 
to Clerk Van Cleave that he wished to have 
a statement of the receipts of his office. 

The Controller said all moneys collected 
by the officials of the city should be turned 
over to the City Treasury. 7 

Mayor Swift said he was confident the 
City Clerk could be made to report the 
amount of the fees received and turn the 
same over to the city.

POSTOFFICE FIGURES UNEXAMPLED 


March Count Gives 894,877,084 Pieces 
for the Year. 

Postmaster Hesing has published the re- 
sult of the annual count of the mail, which 
takes place the first week in March of each 
year. On this count the figures of the year’s 
business are estimated and the appropria- 
tions to the various oflices are made. 

During the six days from March 2 to March 
7 inclusive 19,814,029 pieces of mail were 
handled in the Chicago office, an increase 
of 36.38 per cent over last year. Minus all 
possible duplicates, this gives 15,979,519 
pieces as the basis of the present year's 
work. 

The six days’ count inclusive of duplicates 
makes the estimate for the year 1,030,320,- 
508. Eliminating duplicates the number of 
pieces would be 813,924,588. The estimates 
for Sundays would increase the total by 
34,924,588. Holiday trade would give anoth- 
er 46,330,636, making a grand net total of 
894, 877, 084 pieces handled in the year. 


DECISION AS TO THE NATIONAL UNION 


Court Holds It Is Doing Exclusively a 
Life Insurance Business. 

St. Louis, Mo., May 13.—[{Special.]—Judge 
Amos M. Thayer of the United States Court 
of Appeals rendered a decisfon Wednesday 
holding that the National Union was nota 
fraternal beneficial organization, but was 
doing exclusively a life insurance business 
and as such must be governed by the insur- 
ance laws of the State of Missouri. 

The decision was in the case of the Na- 
tional Union vs. Arcadia L. Marlow. Mar- 
low, while a member of Council No. 215, 
committed suicide. His wife brought suit 
and was given a judgment. The case was 


appealed. ; 

Judge Thayer, in delivering the opinion, 
said the contract sued upon was in form and 
substance a contract of life insurance, as 
has heretofore been held in Missouri.

SILVER MINERS’ DISAPPOINTMENT... . 

Supposing enough of the yoters of the 
two great parties were to vote for free 
silver coinage Congressmen, and elect a 
majority of the House, and also to elect a 
President favorable to their views, and as 
they have a majority of the Senate now 
they could pass a 16 to 1 silver monometal 
bill. But what would the silver mine-owners 
gain in that event? They think silver 
bullion would then vault up to 129 cents an 
ounce. But they would be the most bitter- 
ly disappointed men in the world. 

The most of the people in the eleven silver 
mining States and Territories seem really to 
believe free coinage would make silver 
bullion again worth 129 cents an ounce, as 
it was before the “ crime of 1873.“ That 
is why they have been “ demanding ”’ in- 
cessantly for several years the free admis- 
sion of their pet product to the mint, with the 
right to receive a coined silver legal tender 
dollar for every 51 cents’ worth of bullion 
offered to the mint. 

If Congress were to give them that law 
no other nation would follow the example 
of the United States. Neither England, 
nor Germany, nor France would change its 
present policy. No mints would be open 
for the coinage of silver at an overvaluation 
of 100 per cent except those of the United 
States. , 

The market price of sif¥er throughout the 
world would not be materially affected by 
free coinage here. For whatever silver the 
mine-owners sent abroad they would get 
the same price they do now. With the sil- 
ver dollars returned to them from the mint, 
made out of the bullion they took there, or 
‘with the silver certificates they might pre- 
fer to receive instead of dollars, they would 
be able to buy no more than they can buy 
with the same quantity of silver bullion 
now. 

It is possible that when free coinage was 
first determined on there would be some 
upward movement in silver, as there was 
when the Sherman law was passed in 1890, 
but the advance would not be more than a 
few cents an ounce, and there would bea 
slump speedily to the old price of bullion. 

Another set of people would also be dis- 
appointed, though not as much so as the 
silver miners. The free silverites in Kan- 
sas, Nebraska, and the Southern States are 
not deluded as the people of the silver min- 
ing States are. They do not believe silver 
bullion will rise to 129 cents an ounce and 
the silver dollar to be worth intrinsically 
100 cents. Were that to happen they 
would be horribly disappointed, for they 
want cheap dollars to cheat their laborers 
with. 

Their disappointment will eome about in 
this way. The prospect of free coinage 
would bring on a panic and desperately 
hard times, which would continue many 
years after free coinage actually began. 
If in November a Congress was elected

prove in any. court the fact of this combina- 
tion. But further on the law, as if framed 
for just this emergency, adds to the sim- 
plicity in this section: ; 

In prosecutions under this act it shall be suffi- 
cient to prove that a trust or combination as de- 
fined herein exists and that the defendant belonged 
to it or acted for or in connection with it, without 
proving all the members belonging to it, or prov- 
ing or producing any article of agreement or ary 
written instrument on which it may have been 
based, or that it was evidenced by any written 
instrument at all. 

There is another point for householders to 
realize in this connection that is not so im- 
portant as a general defense, but which 
may act as a lever in obtaining justice. It 
is contained in the provision of the law 
which reads: 

Any purchaser of any article or commodity from 
any person, firm, corporation, or association of 
persons, or of two or more of them, transacting 
business contrary to any provision of the preceding 
sections of this act, shall not be liable for the 
price or payment of such article or commodity, 
and may plead this act as a defense to any suit 
for such price or payment. 

The penalty for each violation of this 
anti-trust law is a fine of not less than 
$2,000 or more than $5,000. The ice com- 
panies which have defied the whole com- 
munity and the laws of the State in this 
brazen and unjustified hold-up should be 
made to retrace the step at once and pay 
for their breach of the statutes. 


TAXING PROPERTY TWICE. 

It is stated that the Mayor desires to ap- 
point a commission to investigate personal 
property assessments after the way in 
which real estate ones have been looked 
into. The Mayor is quoted as saying that— 

It is believed that there has been more tax 
dodging in the matter of personal property taxes 
than real estate. The fact that a man cannot hide 
his real estate prevents his escaping taxation 
entirely, but a safety deposit box hides hundreds 
of thousands of dollars’ worth of personal property. 
It is even claimed that some men holding securi- 
ties that are assessable ship them out of the State 
until after the Agsessor has closed his books. 
Just how a personal tax commission will be able 
to locate all the property is a question. ä 

Probably Mayor Swift has not studied 
very closely the subject of the taxation of 
intangible property, which means “ prom- 
ises to pay.” Had he made such study he 
would not assume that a safety deposit box 
could hide hundreds of thousands of dollars’ 
worth of personal property which ought to 
be taxed. 

Such a box may contain real estate mort- 
gages. Théy are simly a lien on lands or 
buildings which are already assessed and 
pay taxes. To tax both is to make one piece 
of property pay two sets of taxes. If the 
contents of the box are railroad securities 
the property of the road on which they are 
a lien is taxed already, and should not be 
taxed twice. 

If the mortgaged property is put up at 
auction fomsale subject to the mortgage it 
will only fetch the amount of the mortgage 
and what it is worth in the opivion of the 
buyer over and above the mortgage. But 
the Mayor’s idea seems to be tax it at what 


| it is worth if unmortgaged and also to tax 


the promises to pay the mortgage. That 
system of taxation would heavily increase 
the rate of interest on the borrower, and 
would thus injure and discourage the erec- 
tion of new buildings and of enterprise and 
employment of labor. 

When the Mayor looks into this matter 
more thoroughly he will find that the taxa- 
tion of credits is double taxation, and noth- 
ing else: something which is impolitic as 
well as unjust. 


Russia now is abandoning for the single 
gold standard. Russia bids fair to be pretty 
intimately related with China and Japan in 
the near future, but does not consider it 
necessary to rétain their silver standard in 
order to prevent cut-throat competition with 
the cheap labor of those countries. On the 
contrary, the directors of its financial policy 
seem to expect a direct advantage will accrue 
to the people in this as in other depart- 
ments of effort by the adoption of the money 
standard which has been demonstrated as 
the fittest in all the civilized countries of 
the Old World. 


THE LIVERY STABLE ORDINANCE. 

For the purpose of putting a stop to a 
peculiar mode of blackmailing property- 
owners which had been practiced here the 
Council passed an ordinance forbidding the 
erection of a livery stable in a block in 
which two-thirds of the buildings are used 
for residence purposes unless the consent of 
a majority of the frontage in the block is 
obtained. 

Judge Adams held this ordinance invalid. 
The Supreme Court has just overruled him. 
It says the charter gives the Council the 
power to direct the location of livery sta- 
bles. As the location of such a stable near 
a private house may affect injuriously the 
comfort and health of the occupants and 
lessen the value of the property, the court 
can see no reason why the owners of the 
adjoining property should not have some- 
thing to say about the matter. It is not, 
says the court, a delegation of the law- 
making power to make the location of a 
stable contingent on their consent. Nor is 
the ordinance oppressive, becuuse there are 
innumerable sites for livery stables where 
nobody’s consent will have to be asked. 

The court having decided thus, hereafter 
no speculative individual can buy a lot in 
a fine residence locality and threaten to 
build a livery stable on it in order to induce 
the owners of the adjacent property to buy 
his lot for twice what it is worth, or to pay 
him a good round sum to induce him to 
change his mind.

THE MISSOURI REPUBLICANS. 

The Missouri Demobrats adopted unani- 
mously a platform in which they demanded 
the free coinage of silver at the ratio of 16 
to 1 without waiting for the cojperation of 
any other nation. They said also that that 
was the “ paramount issue.“ 

The Republicans of that State held their 
convention on Tuesday and had this to say 
regarding the “ paramount issue ”: 

We are firm and emphatic in our demand for 
honest money. We believe that our money should 
not be inferior to the money of the most enlight- 
ened nations of the earth. We are unalterably 
opposed to any scheme that threatens to debase 
or depreciate our currency. We favor the use of 
silver as currency, but to the extent only and 
under such regulations that its parity with the 
present gold standard can be maintained, and in 
consequence we are opposed to the free, unlimited, 
and independent coinage of silver at a ratio of 
16 to 1. 

There is no evasion here. The Republic- 
ans join issue clearly with their opponents. 
They say they are in favor of the main- 
tenance of the gold standard, and therefore 
are against free coinage at the ratio of 16 to 
1, because that would substitute the silver 
for the gold standard.. 

On such a platform as this the Repub- 
licans ought to carry Missouri. The hon- 
est money Democrats, of whom there are 
great numbers in St. Louis, cannot be so 
untrue to their convictions and so regard- 
less of their own interests as to vote for 


sort of.trial to which they were subjected, 
with no opportunity for defense and no 
chance to state their side of the case. 

It is fortunate for Spain that she has 
conceded the demand of Secretary Olney, 
otherwise it would have been the duty of the 
government to have sent a fleet down there 
and some regulars also, to have sunk the 
Spanish fleet, to have demolished Morro 
Castle, and to have taken possession of 
Havana in order to teach these uncivil dons 
a lesson touching the binding power of in- 
ternational agreements. The prompt com- 
pliance of Spain with the government’s de- 
mand should also encourage the administra- 
tion to make further demands. The people 
of the United States and both Houses of 
Congress have joined in the request to the 
President that he shall issue his proclama- 
tion conceding belligerent rights to the in- 
surgents and that he shall use his friendly 
offices with Spain for the recognition of 
Cuban independence. Why does not the 
President follow up the action in the Com- 
petitor case by equally vigorous action in 
the case of the demand of the American 
people, the House of Representatives, and 
the Senate of the United States in the mat- 
ter of Cuba libre? Of what is he afraid?

The free silver dolläfs would bé down 50 
or 60 cents before the free coinage law went 
into operation, but it would be harder for 
these rampant free silverites to earn one 
of those cheap dollars than it is for them 
to earn a 100-cent gold one now. Every 
branch of industry would be in such a de- 
pressed and disorganized condition that the 
cheap dollars would not circulate as rapidly 
as the honest ones do now. 

Then the free silverites would begin to 
| ask anxiously when the chéating was to 

begin and when the flood of cheap dollars 
was to commence pouring in on them. 
When they saw the banks in which they 
had deposited and the manufacturing ‘in- 
dustries in which they were ‘interested 
smashed up they would begin to ask them- 
selves whether they had not made a mis-

But the sincere free silverites—the silver 
mining men—would beina most pitiable con- 
dition. They would see the business of the 
country paralyzed by a panic and billions of 
credits destroyed.

RUSSIA ADOPTS THE GOLD STANDARD. 

In 1839 the silver rouble was established 
by an imperial decree as the legal and un- 
alterable metallic unit of the money cur- 
rent in the Russian Empire.” That was 
many years subsequent to the time when the 
silver dollar is falsely claimed to have been 
adopted as the currency unit of the United 
States; but the Russians have had enough of 
it. The experience of little more than half 
a century of silver monometallism has con- 
vinced the business classes and the govern- 

‘ment of that vast country that the use of a 

fluctuating and debased silver standard, 
with a paper currency based upon it, is not 
wise and is injurious to the public welfare. 
Hence it has been decided to adopt the gold 
standard, though silver and paper will con- 
tinue to be circulated, as they are fn this 
country, and more than 140 million ounces 
of silver is ta be purchased to take the place 
of about one-quarter of the paper that now 
does uncertain and unsatisfactory duty as 
currency in Russia. 

Previous to the decline in the value of sil- 
ver which set in a quarter of a century ago 
the Russian rouble had a purchasing power 
of about 74 cents in gold, Since then it has 
fallen off to less than 40 cents, but without 
any of the benefits which the free silver ad- 
vocates in this country profess to believe 
would follow the change due to free coinage. 

The new gold unit of about 51 cents really 
has a high value as compared with silver, 
but its adoption is explainable by reference 
to the notorious fact that for years past the 
paper rouble in Russia has had a much 
higher exchange value than that of the sil- 
ver coins, which was in consequence of the 
general public belief that the government

piece of ten roubles, many of which already 


4 have been struck off, contains a little less 


than 119.5 grains of fine gold, as compared 
with 113 grains in the British sovereign and 
116.1 grains in the $5 piece of the United 
States. Hence it is worth $5.10 in our 
money, this equivalent being determined 
not by any fanciful notion that the value of 
the coin can be buoyed up by an imperial 
ukase, but on the principle that the grain of 
pure gold has the same exchange value 
whatever be the name of the coin contain- 
ing it or the country in which the coin is 
issued.’

JUDGE WALL’S NARROW-MINDED DECIS- 
ION. 

State Treasurer Ramsay took charge of 
the State funds in January, 1893. At that 
time it was illegal for him to make an ar- 
rangement with banks by which he got in- 
terest on deposits. June 16, 1893, an act 
was signed by Gov. Altgeld which made it 
lawful for the State Treasurer to do just 
that thing. That act went into effect July 
1, 1893. Ramsay died Nov. 10, 1894, short- 
ly before the expiration of his term. The 
depositing of the funds with the banks, 
which was not permitted during the first 
five months of his term, was lawful during 
the last nineteen months. That being the 
case, what can be more absurdly technica] 
or inequitable than Judge Wall's narrow- 
minded decision that the men who paid 
Ramsay’s debts to the State to the amount 
of a third of a million or more cannot re- 
coup themselves from his property? The 
mere statement of the case shows the ab- 
surdity of the decision, 
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LEGAL BASIS OF SECRETARY OLNEY’S 
DEMAND. 

Apart from any consideration of sympathy 
or of humanity, to both of which Spaniards 
appear to be strangers, the international 
agreements between Spain and the United 
States amply justify Secretary Olney’s 
sharp and vigorous protest in the Competitor 
case. ‘The protocol of 1877 provides as fol- 
lows: ä 

No citizen of the United States residing in Spain, 


her adjacent islands, or her ultramarine posses-_ 


sions, charged with acts of sedition, treason, or 
conspiracy against the institutions, the public se- 
curity, the integrity of the territory, or against 
the supreme government, or any other crime what- 
soever, shall be subject to trial by any exception- 
al tribunal, but exclusively by the ordinary juris- 
diction, except in the case of being captured with 
arms in hand. ° 

Even in the case of the exception above 
noted the protocol declares that those 
captured with arms in their hands may be 
tried by open council of war and have the 
protection of counsel and witnesses, It no- 
where countenances the secret trial set up 
by Butcher Weyler, at which American 
citizens were sentenced to death. : 

Even if the protocol had not been suffi- 
ciently strong to warrant the demand made 
upon Spain by Secretary Olney the treaty 
of 1795 would have amply sustained him. 
That treaty provides in one of its sections: 

And it is agreed that the subjects and citizens 
of each of the contracting parties, their vessels 
or effects, shall not be liable to any embargo or 
detention on the part of the other, for any mili- 
tary expedition, or public or private purpose 
whatever, and in all cases of seizure, detention, or 
arrest for debts contracted; or offenses com- 
mitted by any citizen-of the one party A Ae 
jurisdiction cf the other, the same shall be made 
and prosecuted by order and authority of law

Coffee, ' 

A rightly freshened salt mackerel, broiled 
and liberally covered with butter, mixed 
with minced parsley and a little pepper, is 
an appetizing breakfast dish. 

Boiled chicken with allemande sauce 
Boil young chickens, trussed as for baking, 
but without dressing, in the stock pot until 
tender. Dish and pour. over them a pint of 
allemande sauce, in which has been heated 
a gill each of dice of cooked carrots and as 
many peas, Lima beans, or flageolets. Make 
the sauce with two ounces of butter, melted 
and stirred with three tablespoonfuls of 
fiour; dilute with a pint of white broth, cook 
several minutes and pour over three beaten 
eggs. Finish with an ounce of butter and 
seasonings to taste. 

Broiled shad—Clean, cut in two; scale, and 
remove the backbone from a small shad: lay 
it on a dish, sprinkle with salt and brush 
over with olive oil; leave it for fifteen min- 
utes, and broil over a slow fire on a double 
gridiron until nearly done on the flesh side, 
and for a minute or two on the skin side. 
Spread three tablespoonfuls of maitre 
d’hotel sauce over it and garnish with pars- 
ley and lemon. | 

Peel half a dozen fine ripe bananas and 
slice with a silver knife; mash fine. Boil 
half a pint of water and half a pound of 
sugar for five minutes; when cool strain and 
add with the juice of an orange to the ba- 
nanas. Put in the freezer and when frozen 
stir in a half pint of whipped cream.

VACATION SCHOOLS CAN BE SECURED 
FOR THAT AMOUNT, 


Civie Federation Now Looking for the 
Money—Results of a Conference of 
the Bureau of Charities—Charles 8. 
Thornton Resigns from the Hoard 
of Education—Sudden Death of Hil- 
da J. Salem-—Competitors for the 
Cusack Medal. 

Chicago will have vacation schools if 
some one will give the Civic Federation 
$5,000 for that purpose. That was the con- 


clusion reached yesterday afternoon at a | 


meeting of the Bureau of Charities at the 
Palmer House. Nothing was said about the 
social settlements assuming the expense, 

Prof. Charles R. Henderson of the Uni- 
versity of Chicago presided. Miss Sadie 
American, Chairman of the Committee on 
Vacation Schools, read a report on the mat- 
ter, and told what she knew by reading 
cencerning vacation school work in Boston 
and New York. She said she had received 
a dozen applications for the position of 
teacher, some from graduates of the normal 
school. ) 

The Rev. D. C. Milner spoke of the evil in- 
fluences that beset children on the streets 
in the summer. He was warmly in favor 
of schools in which they could spend their 
time to advantage. He was also in favor 
of teaching them how to play, as he thought 
their games deplorably poor. 

Col. Parker of the Cook County Nornfal 
School said the absolute necessity of vaca- 
tion schools was a foregone conclusion. The 
greatest difficulty would be in getting the 
right kind of teachers. Those connected 
with the public schools would be too jaded, 
and it would be useless to employ teachers 
without experience. The first thing was to 
get the right Superintendent, and then get 
teachers to suit him. He was warmly in 
favor of nature-study, and of visits to the 
country for the purpose. He wanted books, 
but not text-books. Above all he wanted 
music, and the best of music teachers. 

Prof. Graham Taylor spoke of the neces- 


“sity of these schools. All who lived in the 


tenement-house district knew the summer 
was the danger period of city life. It was 
a great point to have the Board of Educa- 
tion interested, and he hoped the churches 
also would rally to their help. He thought 
there could be no success without manual 
training. 

Mr. Taylor introduced Norman H. Smith 
of London, who gave a short account of a 
similar work at Mansfield House, an Ox- 
ford settlement. 

The most important subject discussed 
Was the necessity of money to carry on this 
work. Miss American estimated $5,(00 
Would be needed, and that the schools would 
fost. $800 each. She announced that the 
Ellsworth art collection, No. 1820 Michigan 
avenue, would be open from 11 a. m. to 10 
p. m. on May 16, the price of admission 
being 50 cents, the proceeds to go to this 
object. But her main hope was that benevo- 
lent people would come forward and give the 
money. The Indiana and Eastern Illinois 
railroad company had promised liberal as- 
sistance in the way of transportation. 

Secretary Ayers asked whether the pupils 
of the public schools in the wealthier parts 
of the city could not be induced to contribute 
the needed money, and this proposition was 
debated for some time. But it was the im- 
pression the Board of Education would not 
permit collections to be taken up in the 
schools for this or any other purpose. 

The only action taken by the meeting was

CHARLES S. THORNTON STEPS OUT. 


He Resigns as a Member of the Board 
of Education, 

Charles 8. Thornton yesterday handed in 
to Mayor Swift his resignation as a member 
of the Board of Education. He gave the 
Mayor no reasons, but privately said his 
business was suffering on account of the de- 
mands made on his time by his board duties. 

He did not in his communication urge the 
appointment of Dr. Harper in his place, be- 
cause he had made that the subject of a sep- 
arate appeal. He has no idea whether Dr. 
Harper will be appointed, but it is known he 
is not now the only one urging Dr. Harper’s 
appointment. 

Mr. Thornton is a native of Boston and a 
graduate of Harvard University. He began 
the practice of law in Chicago in 1873, and 
has already acquired a fortune. In 1883 he 
was elected President of the Auburn Park 
School Board. In 1890 he was elected a mem- 
ber of the Cook County Board of Education, 


in which position he was the leader ina PEO- 


longed assault on the methods of Col. F. 
Parker as Principal of the Cook County Nor- 
mal School. In 1893 he was appointed a 
member of the Chicago Board of Education, 
and in 1895 Gov. Altgeld appointed him a 
member of the State Board of Education. 

In the city board Mr. Thornton has been 
an active and aggressive member. He was 
one of the chief advocates of the college 
preparatory course of study, of the teachers’ 
pension legislation, of the transfer of the 
Cook County Normal School to the city, and 
in the Getent of the proposition to reduce 

hers’ salaries, 
fis course has so endeared him to the 
principals and teachers of the public schools 
that over 3,000 of them have signed a peti- 
tion to the Mayor for his reappointment. 
Several other members of the board have 
expressed within the last three months their 
determination to retire from the board at 
once, but they all seem to have thought bet- 
it. 

1 he Swift says he will accept the resig- 
nation, but has not considered the appoint- 
ment of a successor to Mr. Thornton, or the 
appointment of any one to the board.

Judges and Clerks of Election Are Be-

At the honest money headquarters John 
P. Hopkins is pushing his scheme of or- 
ganization for all there is in it. He has a 
large force of clerks engaged and meetings 
are held every hour in the day. Cards are 
now being sent to the judges and clerks of 
election asking them whether they will serve

at the primaries if asked to do so by the 


Central committee. Nearly 400 replies, all 
in the affirmative, were received yesterday. 

One of the points raised by committeemen 
who opposed holding the primaries under the 
Crawford law was that many of the regular 
judges and clerks would not consent to act. 
Mr. Hopkins is preparing to show when the 
time comes that this was only presumption 
on the part of the silverites. 

The report that an effort might be made 
to have the National committee appoint a 
new State Central committee for Illinois 
caused great excitement in machine and free 
silver circles. Every one against whom 
sugh a move would be something in the nat- 
ure of a rebuke not only loudly declared 
the National committee would never dare to 
interfere, but argued that it had no right to 
do so. 

May Be an Appeal. 

The silver fellows were free to admit, how- 
ever, that they thought the honest money 
people might carry their fight so far as to 
appeal to the National committee. While 
some of the honest money leaders in their 
many discussions of the city have sug- 
gested that it might be necessary in order to 
save the party in Lllinois to call upon the 
National committee to organize a new State 
Central committee, they now express con- 
fidence in their ability to win out at the 
primaries and State convention, 

“This confidence,” said one man, “is 
largely based upon the success being met 
with in Manager Hopkins’ plan of organiz- 
ing the various wards and counties. Another 
conference was held yesterday morning with 
the Subcommittee on State Organization, at 
which it was agreed the movement will be 
in such formidable shape by the time the 
State convention meets that if the Altgeld- 
Hinrichsen combination does not accord 
them fair treatment and a hearing they will 
have no trouble about holding a convention 
of their own. 

No secret is made of the fact that it has 
been agreed if the machine either locally 
or at the State convention tries to ride over 
the honest money crowd rough-shod there 
will be two conventions all around. 


Machine Men Rejoicing. 


One of the results of yesterday’s confer- 
ence was a determination to fore the fight- 
ing hardest in Congressional and Senatorial 
districts. There is where the Honest Money 
committee, with ward and county organiza- 
tion perfected, proposes to get in its work. 
Samuel Harris of the Twelfth Ward has 
been in training a long time for the Con- 
gressional nomination. He allied himself 
with the honest money element and his name 
appeared in the committee of 500. But Mr. 
Harris, it appears, has experienced a change 
of heart and gone over to the silver crowd. 
In consequence thereof great rejoicing was 
indulged in at machine headquarters yes- 
terday. Mr. Harris was there listening to 
a free silver argument, and the machine 
men announced he would carry the Twelfth 
against the gold bugs. Mr. Harris’ flop 
rather surprised Stephen D. Griffin, Roger 
Sullivan, and Malcom McNeill, but they said 
he never carried anything. The result will 
probably be the bringing out of Mr. 
Griffin as the honest money candidate for 
Congress in the Fourth District. The names 
of men for Congress in some of the other 
districts have also been considered. Among 
them are John J. Briant of the Second, A. 
F. Seeberger of the Third, ex-Congressman 
Durborow of the Fifth, and Charles H. 
Wacker in the Sixth. . 


DELAY IN THE COUNTY COMMITTEERB. 


Call for Primaries and Convention Is 
Anxiously Awaited. 

There is considerable solicitude on the part 
of a good many ieading Democrats not con- 
nected with the machine about the delay of 
the County Central committee in issuing its 
call for the primaries and convention to be 
held May 25 and 26. As it is necessary for 
the call to be published ten days before, it 
will have to appear tomorrow. The work of 
ward and township committeemen in naming 
judges and clerks, fixing the primary dis- 
tricts, and locating the polling places has 
caused the delay. It was said yesterday that 
the Executive and the Contest and Appeals 
committees, to whom the matter of com- 
plaints against judges and clerks was re- 
ferred, will hold sessions every day next 
week.

TRIAL OF A YOUNG GIRL FOR MURDER. 


Attempt to Show That Miss Gertrade 
Taylor of Craigin Caused the 
Death of Her Father. 


Oregon, Mo., May 13.—[{Special.}—The trial 
ot Miss Gertrude Taylor for the murder of 
her father, Dillon B. Taylor, near Craiginp, 
this county, on March 11 was begun here fo- 
day in the Circuit Court. Judge Anthony 
being unable to sit, Judge Samuel O’Fallon 
was selected special Judge to try this and 
some other cases. 

A panel of forty qualified men was finally 
selected and from the forty twelve jurors 
to try the case will be selected tomorrow 
morning. 

Miss Taylor is only 14 years old and 18 
good looking and bright. She was her 
father’s pet and is said to have loved him 
fondly, and even the prosecutors are partly 
at a loss for a motive to assign for the deed. 
She is accused of putting poison in the 
coffee. 


RIGHTS OF AMERICANS IN CUBA. 


Basis of Our Contention for Civil Trials 
in the Competitor Case. 

What are the rights of Spain in the case 
of the unarmed American citizens arrested 
on the arms-laden schooner Competitor and 
sentenced to death by Weyler’s court-mar- 
tial?” was a question put by a New York 
Sun reporter to Lawyer William M. Ivins, 
whose qualifications for speaking on the 
subject are well known. He said: 

“There are now two treaties between 
Spain and the United States which specifical- 
ly cover these questions. They are the 
treaties of 1795 and 1877. Spain has not 
recognized the belligerency of Cuba. Any 
American citizen assisting the Cuban cause 
is entitled to all of the treaty rights, and is 
to be treated exactly as he should be were 
there no rebellion in progress. 

‘‘ Spain may have the right under her own 
system to declare martial law and to shoot 
or hang her own citizens, as courts-martial 
shall determine. In the absence of any rec- 
ognition of belligerency or of the declara- 
tion of war, legally the status quo is exactly 
the same now as it was before the rebellion 
broke out. No blockade has been declared 
and none could be declared without a recog- 
nition of belligerency. 

In the absence of a blockade the refer- 
ence by the Spanish authorities to the 
Marine League is absolutely without appli- 
cation. An American, under the circum- 
stances, who violates any Spanish law in 
Cuba, is to be tried there by the civil trib- 
unal, and not otherwise. A trial ofan Amer- 
ican citizen by a Spanish court-martial for 
taking part ‘n the rebellion where there has 
been no recognition of belligerency by the 
parent government, is in most palpable, 
distinct violation of the provisions of the 
treaties, an in violation of every prin- 
ciple of international law. If Weyler’s court- 
martial now proceeds to execute these men, 
he is doing so by the law of might and not 
by the law of right. 

“Our government is clearly in the right 
in insisting that so far as Americans are 
concerned the treaties shall be observed. 
What the consequence will be if Spain sees 
fit to violate these treaties is a matter of 
prcphecy—and I am not a prophet.” 


FIGHTING BOB EVANS’ CUBAN VIEWS 


Would Take a Hand in the Shindy and 
Annex the Island. 
Chicago News: Fighting Bob Evans of 


the United States navy does not approve of 


the Cuban policy of the administration, and 
when he was in Washington a few days ago 
he frankly told the President so. He thinks 
this government ought to show its sympathy 
With the insurgents and take a hand in the 
shindy. If he had his way he would drive 
the Spaniards out of Cuba entirely and annex 
the island to the United States. He gave 
the President some powerful arguments t 
sustain that view of the case. But the Pres- 
ident begged off and referred Fighting Bob 
to Secretary Olney, who, he said, was look- 
ing after the Cuban bus‘: . So the last time 
that Capt. Evans was ia Washington he 
called upon the Secretary of State and was 
introduced by Assistant Secretary McAdoo 
of the Navy Department, who is also a Cu- 
ban sympathizer in secret. 

Capt. Evans expressed his views with great 
freedom to the Secretary of State, as he did 
to his friend and crony, the President, and 
among other things he said: ‘“‘ Mr. Secre- 
tary, the battleship Indiana, which I have 
the honor to command, is the finest fighting 
machine afloat, and if you will give the word 
I will go down to Cuba and with her alone 
— undertake to clean out the entire Spanish 

eet.”’ 

The Secretary of State smiled, but re- 
mained silent. 

See here, Mr. Secretary,“ continued the 
Captain, earnestly, wouldn't you like to 
have me cruise down around Cuba and bring 
you home a box of fine Havana cigars?“ 

1 don’t smoke,“ was the Secretary's quiet 
reply. 

Capt. Evans bowed obediently to the de- 
cision and said good-by. But he could not 
conceal his disappointment, and when he 
left the Secretary’s office he remarked in an 
undertone to Mr. McAdoo that if they would 
only give him a chance in Cuba with his bat- 
tleship “ no language but Spanish would be 
spoken in hades for the next five years.”

But he was not, 
and the only reason why, as explained, was 
the Chairman's inability to find places for 
every good man in the main body. 

A few awards in the way of favors had to 
be bestowed, and it was also necessary to do 
as much for every section of the State as 
possible. Dr. Wilcox's friends claimed he 
was entitled to recognition on the grounds 
that he had been a formidable candidate for 
Chairman and followed Charles 8. Rannells’ 
example in withdrawing in favor of Charles 
P. Hitch. Mr. Rannells gets the Chairman- 
ship of the Executive committee. Dr. T. N. 
Jamieson declined to accept a place on it 
and C. 8. Deneen was taken instead. 

It was a busy day for Chairman Hitch. 
At an early hour he threw off his coat and 
sailed into the work of starting the ma- 
chinery of a great campaign.

from $5,000 to $8,000; Capt. Tanner $2,500, 
and on down the list to $500 for the At- 
torney-General. It was said Mr. Hertz would 
enter a protest against contributing any such 
sum. But some of the committeemen argued 
that Inasmuch as he was the only one to say 
anything about assessments when called 
upon to speak in the meeting on Tuesday 
they might as well give him fair warning 
so he eould act accordingly.

PATIENT RUNS AMUCK IN A HOSPITAL. 


Restrained by the Police, Who Have 
Difficulty in Making Disposi- g i 
tion of Him. 


The behavior of James Burns, a demented 
patient at the Baptist Hospital, No. 3410 
Rhodes avenue, created considerable excite- 
ment last night. 

While in a condition of delirium the man 
entered the room of a woman patient who 
had been admitted to the hospital only the 
day before and had undergone a surgical 


‘operation. Burns seized the woman by the 


arm and attempted to eject her from the 
room, declaring she was occupying his bed. 

She screamed and Dr. C. G. Davis and a 
nurse went to her assistance. They had not 
a little difficulty in dealing with Burns, but 
finally convinced him that he was not in his 
own room. When he had returned to his 
quarters they locked him in and called the 
police of the Stanton Avenue Station as he 
continued to rave. The police opened the 
man’s door and #after a struggle managed 
to bind him. He was placed in an ambulance 
and removed to the Detention Hospital. 

Here, however, according to the orders of 
the County Board, he was refused admit- 
tance, as there was no certificate accom- 
panying him from the county physician. 
He was then taken to the County Hospital 
and again was turned away. 

The police finally decided to remove the 
man to the Militant Hospital in. Wabash 
avenue, and here he was received.

APRIL TRAFFIC FOR LAKE. 


SURPLUS AFTER PAYING OPERATING 
EXPENSES AND CHARGES. 


Traffic for the Month Exceeds That of 


Any Preceding Month Except De- 

cember—Operating Expenses 54 Per 

Cent—No Trolley for Lake Street- 

President Barber Lands and Dia- 
mond Match Makes Another Ad- 

vance-— Local Securities Are Firm. 
The Lake Street Elevated railroad earned 
above operating expénses, interest on 
debenture bonds, insurance, and taxes dur- 
ing the month of April. The operating ex- 
pense of the road for the month of April 
were 84 per cent and a fraction of the gross 
income. The average daily traffic of the 
road for the month exceeded that of any pre- 
vious month in its. history except during 
the month of December last year, when 
Christmas shopping caused an increase in 
travel. These are the figures given out by 
officers of the Lake Street Elevated rail- 
road for the month ending April 30. Mr. 
Yerkes adds another bit of interesting in- 
formation to the figures which are made 
public. He says the rumor tha the West 
Chicago Street railroad will put ma trolley 
line under the Lake Street Elevated running 
its entire length is without foundation in 
fact. 

The story that the Lake Street Elevatedis 
to be paralleled by trolley lines was being 
industriously circulated yesterday on the 
Stock Exchange. A meeting of citizens has 
been called for 8 o'clock tonight at Rowen's 
Hall at which resolutions will be passed de- 
manding of the West Chicago Street rail- 
road a trolley line on Lake street. 
told yesterday Mr. Yerkes had promised to 
build the line provided there should be a de- 
mand for it from citizens of the West Side 
living along the line of road. The meeting 
is therefore called for tonight. It is 
said the meeting will be largely attended 
‘by members of the Stock Exchange 
who are short of Lake Street stock. Mr. 
Yerkes denies having made the promise 
with which he is credited. He said yester- 
day no trolley line would be built under the 
Lake Strete Elevated so long as Lake Street 
Elevated remained in friendly hands. As 
Mr. Yerkes now holds a controlling interest 
in the stock of the Lake Street and as his 
control is to continue through the opera- 
tion of the pooling of the stock and the put- 
ting of it in the hands of the Illinois Trust and 
Savings Bank Lake Street may be considered 

as being in friendly hands and likely to re- 
main so for an indefinite period. 


President Barber in New York. 


The long heralded coming of President Bar- 
ber of the Diamond Match company from 
his European trip became a reality yester- 
day when he landed in New York, accum- 
pea’ by two match manufacturers, who 

ave come to look at the new machines of 
the Diamond Match company. These are 
Dr. E. Furth of Vienna, the largest match 
manufacturer in Austria, and L. Gafford 
of Brussels, a large manufacturer of matches 
in Belgium and Russia. A telegram was 
received yesterday by W. H. and J. H. 
Moore from J. K. Robinson, the Treasurer 
of the company, who is now in New York, 
announcing the arrival of Mr. Barber and 
Director Hopkins of St. Louis. He also an- 
nounced the party would leave for Barber- 
ton today. Mr. Robinson said in his tele- 
gram: Barber and Hopkins value Dia- 
mond Match company interests more in 
Europe than in America.“ The manufact- 
urers who accompany them are to inspect 
the new machines in Barberton, and they 
will probably come on to Chicago before 
returning to. Europe. 

Diamond Match yesterday showed more 
strength than it has shown for nearly a 
week. The opening yesterday was at 220, 
which was the lowest price of the day. It 
advanced with only fractional declines to 
234, at which figure, however, only one sale 
was made. The stock declined to a close 
at 232%. This showed a gain during the 
day of five points, and a net gain for the 
day of 3% points. There were total sales 
of 11,831 shares of Match during the day. 
This makes it one of the banner days, so 
far as the total sales are concerned, since 
the advance began in this stock. There is 
a continuation of the bullish talk in the 
Moore stocks, and the Moores themselves 
ere saying a considerable advance is due. 


ly They are talking 250 or better, and J. H. 


Moore said: yesterday he expected to see 
the stock on this advance beat prévious 
records. President Barber has made par- 
tial arrangements for the listing of Dia- 
mond Match stock on the Stock Exchange 
in Liverpool. If the plan is carried out a 
certain amount of stock will be sent to a 
bank in Liverpool, which will act as transfer 
agent. Orders from Liverpool have been 
filled in Chicago for some time through 
A. M. McCulloch & Co. of Liverpool, and 
closing quotations of Match are sent each 
day to this firm. Orders from the Eastern 
market are said to continue heavy, while 
brokers are being called upon every day 
by the outside public, which is apparently 
looking for a sharp advance in the price 
of the stock. 


Riscuit Is Also Strong. 


New York Biscuit yesterday was strong 
also, selling up from an opening at 96% to 
0014, and declining to a close at 08%. There 
was therefore a net gain in this stock for 
yesterday of 2% points. There is nothing 
new in New York Biscuit, or if there is it is 
not given out by those interested. The 
Moores say this stock is earning more than 
enough to justify present prices. There were 
sales of 9,670 shares during the day. 

The Alley L” carried during the month 
of April 1,175,856 passengers, or a daily av- 
erage for the month of 39,195.

NEW YORK, May 13.—There was a deolded con- 
traction in the volume of business on the Stock 
Exchange today, but the tone of the limited spec- 
ulation was firm throughout. The influences bear- 
ing on peices were rather conflicting, but were in 
the maln encouraging to holders of securities, 
London prices for Americans came irregular, but 
moderate purchases for foreign account were ex- 
ecuted in this market, and this fact served to off- 
set the early announcement that $1,600,000 in gold 
would be exported tomorrow to Germany, No ap- 
prectable change has been noted in either the rates 
for money or commercial paper. The sterling ex- 
vhange market exhibited a sagging tendency, and 
the declaration of the regular quarterly dividend 
of 1 per cent on Burlington contributed to firm up 
the railway list, and the granger group in partic- 
ular. The trading element was affected senti- 
mentally by more cheerful crop advices and bid 
up prices whenever practicable, though without 
taking any noteworthy lines of stock. A general 
evening pp movement by shorts also was noted, 
which „is more clearly reflected in Sugar, Leath- 
er preferred, Tobacco, and Louisville and Nash- 
ville. A few weak spots developed as the day 
progressed, but the depression did not influence 
the general market, and recoveries were subse- 
quenthy made.

One bicycle will be checked and trans- 
ported free for each passenger holding 
proper transportation. 

This action on the part of the Pennsyl- 
vania will compel every road east of Chicago 
to quit making a charge for transportation 
of bicycles of passengers.

SIFT CITY'S PAY-ROLLS. CHIEF TOPIC IS ARMOUR. 


TWO MUNICIPAL EMPLOYES SUSPEND- 
ED BY MAYOR SWIFT. 


Action of the Board of Directors Has 
Little Effect on Prices—Armour’s 
Protection of Holders Relieves 
Anxiety—Committee Is Appointed 
to Formulate Charges Against His 
Managers—State Warehouse Com- 
mission Will Do Nothing at Present. 

The action of the Board of Directors in 
declaring the entire Armour elevator sys- 
tem irregular under the rules of the Board of 

Trade was the principal topic of discussion 

on Change yesterday. So far as the course 

of prices was concerned, the radical action 
of the directors cut no figure. - 

Instead of an advance, which might have 
been expected by the reduction of the stock 
of wheat deliverable on contract by nearly 
5,000,000 bushels, there was a decline in the 
market which carried the principal trading 
future to a point three-quarters of a cent be- 
low the last price of Tuesday. The action of 
the directors was something of a surprise to 
the trade, as it was not expected the houses 
on the South Branch would de included in 
any discipline of the Goose Island system. 

The action of the directors caused a great 
many grain men to begin a quiet investiga- 
tion of some of the rules, with which they 
are none too familiar. 


Action Taken Pending an Investiga- 
tion by the Civil Service Commis- 
sion of Charges Preferred by the 
Civie Federation—James O. Brack- 
en and William Henneberry Under 
Examination — Other Names to 
Which Suspicion Attaches. 


Mayor Swift suspended James O. Bracken 
and William Henneberry yesterday from 
their positions as foreman and assistant 
foreman respectively in the First District 
of the street repairing department, pending 

an investigation into the charge of pay-roll 
stuffing made by the Civic Federation. 

The investigation was inaugurated by the 

City Civil Service Commission yesterday 
afternoon, and the official actions of the 
two men are to have a thorough examina- 
tion. The evidence said to sustain the 
charges made was handed to President John 
M. Clark of the Civil Service Commission 
Tuesday afternoon by President William T. 
Baker of the Civic Federation. 
» After a conference on the part of Mr. 
Baker with the other members of the com- 
mission, Mayor Swift, and Commissioner 
Kent, it was decided to have an investiga- 
tion yesterday without making any charges 
against the men.. Acting in this way the 
board sat asa court and subpœnaed Bracken 
‘and Henneberry as witnesses to testify as 
individuals about their action as city em- 
ployés. The session of the board was lively 
from beginning to end and promises some 
interesting developments before the close of 
the week. 

Intimation was thrown out that nearly 
every department of the city would be in- 
vestigated before the board got through. 

A sharp personal controversy between 
President Clark and Attorney George A. 
Gibbs, who appeared for Bracken and Hen- 
neberry made things lively for a time and 
raised several law points in regard to the 
powers of the board. Bracken, for himself, 
and Isaac Thompson for the board were the 
witnesses partly examined before the ad- 
journment until 10:15 o’clock this morning. 

To Show Pay-Roll Stuffing. 

From Thompson's testimony it is under- 
stood the board will attempt to show there 
has been pay-roll stuffing in the First Dis- 
trict, which includes the First and Second 
Wards; that men have been drawing pay 
who did not work for the city; and that 
other men have drawn pay for several per- 
gons never on the work. In addition the 
charge includes placing men on the pay-roll

The action of the directors simply makes 
the houses irregular as to deliveries on 
Board of Trade contracts, but has no refer- 
ence to the State inspection. Armour is 
therefore in the same position as Harper and 
Seaverns. 

All shades of opinion as to the action of 
the directors were expressed. In some cases 
there was dissatisfaction at so radical a 
decision, and the claim made that the houses 
or the proprietors should have been disci- 
plined, but not the grain contained in the 
houses. Many traders were pleased with the 
discipline. There were only two votes in the 
directory against the action taken, those of 
Henry Zeiss and Lloyd Smith. 

Commitee to Formulate Charges. 


A committee, consisting of John Hill, 
William Eckhart, and William Nash, was 
selected to formulate charges against the 
managers of the Armour Elevator company. 
This committee will in all probability file 
charges on Friday and the cases will come 
up for trial on next Tuesday. The commit- 
tee will try to have several of the people tn 
immediate touch with the Armour Elevator 
company disciplined by supension or expul- 
sion. U 

The directors, and the Warehouse commit- 
tee in particular, do not take into account 
the statements made by Armour that he 
had no personal knowledge of the violations 
of law, that he at once took measures to 
protect the people who had his receipts from 
loss, or that the methods of transfer of wheat 
complained of have been followed for years 
and were practically sanctioned by the State 
Inspection Department. 

They take the position that the warehouse 
law has been violated in the change of dates 
of receipts of wheat in the Armour houses, 
and that they could do no less than declare 
the entire system of elevators irregular un- 
der Board of Trade rules.

CITY WINS ITS FIGHT. 


SUPREME COURT PROTECTS RESI- 
DENCE SECTIONS FROM NUISANCES. 


End of the Stratton Livery Stable Case 
After Passing Through Two Courts 
Below—Scope of Preventive Possi- 
bilities, Which May Include Sa- 
loons and Whatever a Neighbor- 
heed May Deem Objectionablie— 


Text of the Opinion. 

Thanks to the Supreme Court of the State 
and a decision rendered by that tribunal 
yesterday it will be possible for home-own- 
ers in strictly residence districts to go to 
sleep o“ nights without the haunting fear 
that they may wake up in the morning to dis- 
cover that some enterprising person ha§ de- 
cided to build a livery stable, gas house, var- 
nish works, or business of seme other un- 
pleasant character next door, and that their 
only defense will be to pay blackmall to the 
invader to bribe him to take his livery stable 
to some other section. 

After having been buffeted about in the 
lower courts in the County of Cook for three 
years, with never a Judge to do it the rever- 
ence or respect of saying it was good law, 
the city ordinance enabling property-own- 
ers to protect their homes against the in- 
vasion of any business which would be a 
nuisance in a residence district was, as an- 
nounced yesterday, indorsed by the highest 
court of the State as good enough law to be 
enforced. . 

The decision will not only be a serious 
blow to ex-County Commissioner Dan Wren 
in his charitable efforts to build a livery sta- 
ble in Kimbark avenue in Kenwood, so that 
his old friend, ex-State’s-Attorney Grinnell, 
could : holler across the street when he 
wanted to get a horse, but may interiere wiih 
people desirous of starting saloons in resi- 
denice districts. It may even make trouble 
for the proprietors of the. Ferris wheel in 
their endea vors to get a liquor license, al- 
though this supposition is based on infer- 
ences lawyers draw from the decision rather 
than from anything in the decision itself. 

Character of the Case. 

The case decided by the court was an ap- 
peal of property-owners on Evanston av- 
enue from decisions of the Circuit and Ap- 
peliate Courts that C. J. Stratton could not 
be prevented from building a livery stable 
at No. 211 Kvansion avenue because of his 
tailure to comply with a section of the build- 
ing orditrance requiring him to get the con- 
Sent of the property-owners in the block. 

The courts below neld that the City Coun- 
cil had no authority, to pass the ordinance, 
which is in set terms as follows: 

“ Bec. 4¥. It Shall not be lawful for any 
person to locate, build, construct, or keep in 
any block in which two-thirds of the buiid- 
lugs are devoted to exclusive residence pur-« 
puses a livery, boarding, or sales ‘stabie, 
Bas house, gas reservoir, paint, oil, or vur- 
nish works within 200 feet of such residence 
on either side of the street unless the owners 
Ol u majority of the frontage in such block 
fronting or abutting on the street consent in 


of the prohibitiom as to that block would seem 
to be unnecessary. 

By Sec. 40 the lot-owners are not clothed with 
the power to locate livery stables, but are merely 
given the privilege of consenting, that an existing 
ordinance against the location of a livery stable 
in such a block as theirs may not be enforced as 
against their block. They are simply allowed to 
waive the right to insist upon the enforcement of 
a legal prohibition which was adopted for their 
benefit and comfort. 

It is competent for the Legislature to pass a law, 
the ultimate operation of which may, by its own 
terms, be made to depend upon a contingency. 
The People vs. Huffman, 116 III., 587. and cases 
cited. As was said by the Supreme Court of Penn- 
Sylvania on Locke's appeal, 72 Pa. st., 401: The 
true distinction is this: The Legislature 
cannot delegate its power to make a law; but it 
can make a law to delegate a power to determine 
some fact or state of things upon which the law 
makes or intends to make its own action depend.“ 
In the case at bar the ordinance provides for a 
contingency—to wit: The consent of a majority 
of the lot-owners in the block upon the happening 
of Which the ordinance will be inoperative in cer- 
tain localities. The operation of the ordinance Is 
made to depend upon the fact of the consent of a 
majority of the lot-owners, but the ordinance ts 
complete in itself as passed. What are known as 
local option laws depend for their adoption or en- 
forcement upon the votes of some portion of the 
people and yet are not regarded as delegations of 
legislative power. 13 Am. and Eng. Enc. of Law, 
p. 901. Delegation of power to make the law is 
forbidden, as necessarily involving a discretion as 
to what the law shall be; but there can be no 
valid objection to a law which confers an authority 
or discretion as to its execution to be exercised 
under and in pursuance of the law itself. Cincin- 
nati, ete., R. Co. vs. Comrs. Clinton Co., 1 Ohio 
st., 

Legisiature’s Grant of Power. 


Here the provision in reference to the consent of 
the lotowners affects the execution of the ordl- 
nance rather than its enactment. People vs. 
Solimon, 51 III., 37; Bull vs. Read, 13 Gratton, 78: 
Aurora vs. United States, 7, branch 382; Alcorn vs. 
Hamer, 38 Miss., 652. The ordinance in question 
does not delegate to a majority of the lotewners 
the right io pass or even approve of it. On the 
contrary, their consent is in the nature of a con- 
dition subseuuent which may defeat the operation 
of the prohibition against the location of a livery 
stable in a block where two-thirds of the buildings 
are devoted to exclusive residence purposes, but 
which was never intended to confer upon the ordi- 
nance validity as an expression of the legislative 
will. Alcorn vs. Hamer, supra. 

The express grant of the power to direct the lo- 
cation of livery stables as made by the Legislature 
to the municipal corporation carries with it all 
necessary and proper means to make the power 
effectual, Huston vs. Clark. 112 III.. 344. In other 
words, a grant of legislative power to do a certain 
thing carries with it the power to use all necessary 
and proper means to accomplish the end: and 
the Legislature may authorize others to do things 
which it might properly, but cannot conveniently 
or advantageous!y, do itself. Chicago, Burlington 
and Quincy Railroad Company vs. Jones, 149 III.. 
361. In determining the question of the location of 
a livery stable the Common Council may properly 
consult the wishes and ascertain the needs of the 
residents of the block where the stable is to be 
kept, and to that end make their written consent 
the basis of the action of the Commissioner of 
Bulldings in issuing the permit. In matters of 
purely local concern the parties immediately in- 
terested may fair!y be supposed to be more com- 


‘ petent to judge of their needs than any central 


authority. Cooley's Con. Lim., 6 ed., p. 138. 

In Myers vs. Baker, 120 III., 567, there was in- 
volved the question of the validity of a section of 
the criminal code, which provides that Whoever 
during the time of holding any camp or fleld meet- 
ing for religious purposes, and within one mile of 


the place of holding such meeting, hawks or ped-- 


dles goods, wares, or merchandise, or without the 
permission of the authorities having charge of such 
meeting establishes any tent, booth, or other place

CALL IT A DEATH BLOW. 


PROPERTY-OWNERS’ VIEW OF LOOP 
WITH ONLY THREE SIDES. 


They Say Uniess the Fourth Side Is 
Built the Enterprise Will Fail and 
the Securities Become Only Waste 
Paper—Seymour Morris Points Out 
What He Calls “ Trick Cards” in 
the Ordinance—Another Billi for an 
Injunction Filed. 

Charles Yerkes’ idea of a three-legged 
union loop is satisfactory to the property- 
owners who don't want the elevated road in 
Van Buren street. They are so far solici- 
tous for the welfare of the street railway 
magnate, however, they have ventured to 
assert that the omission of one side of the 
loop will be a death-blow to the whole enter- 
prise. The securities of a three-sided loop, 
they say, will be but so much waste paper. 

Seymour Morris, speaking for the Pro- 
tective Association, of which Levi Z. Leiter 
is the head, has no faith that Mr. Yerkes 
really means to try to operate the loop with 
but three sides. 

It is a mere feint,“ he said yesterday. 
“Mr. Yerkes wants and needs the fourth 
side, not for loop structures but to float his 
$5,000,000 of securities, a part of which has 
already been pledged and all of which will 
be waste paper without the fourth side. 
Mr. Yerkes, of course, has only the dear pub- 
lic at heart in his attitude, and is not con- 
cerned with the profit of $4,000,000 in secu- 
rities which knowing ones say he will make 
if the loop is completed.” 

The large property-owners of Mr. Leiter's 
belief say they would be glad to see the 
south line abandoned rather than that Van 
Buren street should be invaded. 

Pieks Flaws in the Ordinance. 


In the preparation of the case to be heard 
before Judge Payne tomorrow Mr. Morris 
has picked some flaws in the evidence of 
the Union Loop company, the announcement 
of which has caused a good deal of merri- 
ment. One of these concerns Sec. 14, which 
provides that the usual annual fee of 850 
shall be paid to the city for each and every 
car belonging to said companys’ . 

This is a mockery, was the comment of 
Mk. Morris. As a matter of fact the Loop 
company will not own any cars, and has 
never had any intention of doing so. The 
only cars that will run over its tracks will 
be those of the four elevated railroads it is 
to serve.“ 

Regarding Sec. 8 Mr. Morris said: 

Of the 2,800 feet of frontage purchased 
by the loop people one-half is of property 
west of the river. The Loop company re- 
sorted to the subterfuge of pretending that 
it wanted to build one mile of structure, 
from Halsted street to Wabash avenue. It 
never intended to construct west of the river. 
It purchased about 1,500 feet of frontage 
consents west of the river for from 810 to 
$50 a foot, and with these illegal consents 
is seeking to overcome the united opposition 
of the property-owners east of the river. 

The present ordinance, if passed, will re- 
quire the Loop company to build only a sin- 
gle track west of the river, while the street 
east of the river is to be incumbered with a 
double track. :

Object of the Ordinance. 


This ordinance was passed March 13, 1893, 
for the express purpose of preventing at- 
tempts like that of Dan Wren to spuil good 
residence property by building livery stables 
under the bay windows or the houses, 
whether the object was blackmail or not. 
whe ordinance aimed to apply the principle 
of local option within narrow limits, yet 
more broaaly than had ever been done before 
in the city or in the State. It gave to the 
‘owners of homes in blocks, two-thirds of 
Which was devoted to residence purposes ex- 
clusively, the right to say what business 
enterprises might be objectionable to them 
und to refuse permission to have such enter- 
prises located in such blocks. 

Stratton's desire to go into the livery busi- 
ness in the block in question was fought by 
the residents, and, when on his failure to 
secure. the consent of the owners of the ma- 
jority of the frontage, he set about building 
without that consent, he was stopped by the 
City Building Department and placed under 
arrest. A.Justice of the Peace held that the 
ordinance was illegal and discharged the 
prisoner. The case was taken up by the 
property-owners, and Judge Adams of the 
Circuit Court and the Appellate Court in its 
turn sustained the ruling of the Justice and 
disheartened the residents. 

They cid not give up the fight, however, 
and when they togk the case to the Supreme 
Court the city authorities, who had been 
watching the case with interest, determined 
to take a hand in it. Mayor Swift was 
alarmed at the possibilities of annoying and 
blackm@iling owners of homes by unscrupu- 
lous persons if the ordinance should be final- 
ly defeated, and instructed the Law Depart- 
ment to take part in the fight. Assistant 
Corporation Counsel Depuy appealed the 
case and argued it before the Supreme Court 


ut Ottawa last October. 


Opinion in Fall. 


Following ts the opinion’s full text: 

The eighty-second paragraph of Sec. 1 of Art. 
5 of the city and village act, which has been 
adopted by the City of Chicago, provides that 
the City Council in cities shall have the power 
% direct the location and regulate the use 
livery stables, ... 
within the limits of the city.’’ 3 Starr & Cur. 
Stat., p. 191. The power to make laws which 
the Constitution confers upon the Legisldture 
cannot be delegated by the Legislature to any 
other body or authority. The constitutional max- 
im which prohibits such delegation or legislative 
power is not violated when municipal corpora- 
tions are vested with certain powers of legisla- 
tion in view of the recognized propriety of con- 
ferring upon such municipal organizations the 
right to make local regulations, of the need cf 
which they are supposed to be better judges than 
the Legislature of the State. 

But such powers as are conferred upon municipal 
corporations must be executed by the municipal- 
ity; and, so far as they are legislative, cannot be 
delegated to, any subordinate or to any other au- 
thortiy. The same restriction which rests upon 
the Legislature as to the legislative functions 
conferred upon it by the Constitution rests upon 
a municipal corporation as to the powers granted 
to it by the Legislature. Cooley's Cons. Lim., 
\ d., pp. 137, 138, 248, 249. Acordingly, ** the 

rinciple is a plain one that the public powers 
or trusts devolved by law or charter upon the 
Council or governing body, to be exercised by it 
when and in such manner as it shall judge best, 
cannot be delegated to others.“ 1 Dullon's Mun. 
Corp., 4 ed., Sec. 96. 

The question, then, in the present case, is 
whether the power to direct the location of livery 
stables and regulate their use and construction. 
which has been conferred upon the Common: 
Council of the City of Chicago by the city and 
village act, is delegated by Sec. 49 of the build- 
ing ordinance to the owne 
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abutting on the street consent 
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It is to be noticed that the ordi- 
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whiéh would control an ordinance would also 
apply to an act of the Legisiature,’’ and that the 
statute did not confer the power to license on the 


| authorities in charge of the meeting. and we there 


said: ‘** The fact that the act confers on the au- 
thorities the right to consent or refuse consent can- 
not be held to authorize sug authorities to license. 
The right to consent or refuse consent is one 
thing, while the right or power to license a person 
to conduct a certain business at a certain place is 
quite a different thing. Had the Legislature in- 
tended to authorize the authorities to liccnse, lan- 
guage expressing that intention in plain words 
would no doubt have been used. But however this 
may be, we see nothing in the language of the act 
which can be construed as authorizing the authort- 
ties to license. 


Validity of an Ordinance. 


Where an annexation act of the Legislature pro- 
vided that when territory was annexed toa city 
under the provisions of that act, and prior to such 
annexation there were in force ordinances pro- 
viding that licenses to keep dramshops should not 
be issued except upon. petition of a majority of the 
voters residing within a certain distance of the 
location of such proposed @dramshop, it was held 
that such ordinance still remained in force after 
the annexation, and that it was not unreasonable 
The People ex rel. vs. Cregier, 138 III., 401. 

The case of City of St. Louis vs. Russell, 116 
Mo., 248, is relied upon as announcing a different 
view of the present question from that which is 
here expressed, but the ordinance condemned in 
that case provided that no livery stable should 
de located on any block of ground in St. Louis 
without the written consent of the owners of one- 
half the ground of said block.“ It will be noticed 
that in the Missouri case the ordinance requiring 
the consent of adjacent property-owners related to 
the entire city. Under the operation of such an 
crdinance livery stables might be totally sup- 
pressed and prohibited everywhere within the mu- 
nicipal limits. The ordinance, however, in the 
case at bar is not thus unreasonable, as it relates 
only to certain residence districts which are clear- 
ly defined. Within such specified residence dis- 
tricts the City Council undoubtedly has the power 
to prohibit or forbid the location of livery stables, 
and, having the power of total prohibiton within 
those districts, it may impose such conditions and 
restrictions in relation to their limited area as it 
may see fit. 

For the reasons stated we are of the opinion that 


the ordinance here in question is not void as being a 


delegation of legislative power, and that the Circuit 
Court erred in not helding as law the propositions 
submitted to it as the same are set forth in the 
statement preceding this opinion. 

Accordingly the judgments of the Appellate and 
Circuit Courts are reversed, and the cause is re- 
manded to the Circuit Court for further proceed- 
ings in accordance with the views herein expressed. 

Effects of the Decision. 


Lawyers maintain since the principle has 
been established that the city has the right 
to declare that certain lines of trade are 
nuisances in residence districts and may be 
kept out if the owners of a majority of the 
frontage so elect, the Council may go farther 
and include anything it chooses in the ordi- 
nance, It may enact a similar law which 
will enable home owners to prevent the loca- 
tion of saloons at their doors. 

Mr. Depuy said in discussing the decision 
of the court: 

There is no doubt in my mind that the 
principle laid down by the court applies 
with equal if not ith greater force 
to the granting of saloon licenses in resi- 
dence districts. I have no doubt the same 
court will render a similar decision in the 
Ferris wheel case. It settles the Dan Wren 
controversy and insures to the citizens of 
Chicago the right to prevent the ruining of 
their -residence property by the location 
near to them of any business which would 
be a nuisance or a menace to health.“ 

Building Commissioner Downey was 
pleased at the finding or the court, which 
will enable him to act with firmness and dis- 
patch hereafter in meeting any other at- 
tempts which may be made to violate the 


’ ordinance.

Generally speak- 
ing, the decision is a good one for real es- 
tate interests, and I think its influence will 
be favorable.“ 


NEW AND UP-TO-DATE AMBULANCE, 


It Will Be Fitted Up with Swinging 
Couches and Electric Lights. 

An up-to-date ambulance to carry patients 
afflicted with contagious diseases to the new 
Isolation Hospital is practically assured. 
Some time ago Miss Ada C. Sweet of the Co- 
lumbian Ambulance Association told Com- 
missioner Kerr the association would give 
$365 toward the purchase of such a vehicle, 
to be used for transporting contagious dis- 
eases only. . | 


The Studebaker company has to 
construct the ambulance, which will fit- 
ted with electric lights and swinging 
couches, for $500. As the actual cost. will 
be much more than that, it will be in the 


nature of a donation by the Studebakers. 


Commissioner Kerr says he will raise the 
necessary $135 from interested people, and 
the new ambulance will be equal to any- 
thing of the kind in the world.

There are many other trick cards in the 
ordinance, one of which, Sec. 15, blindly rati- 
fles and approves all contracts, undertak- 
ing, licenses, and leases at any time here- 
tofore or possibly even hereafter entered 
into between any of the elevated railroad 
companies of this city. All of those con- 
tracts. the ordinance says, shall be as valid 
as if written in the ordinance. 

“The loop people cannot manufacture 
public opinion by hiring a hall in West Con- 
gress street, as they did recently, and gath- 
ering together a handful of people who were 
addressed by the secretly paid attorney and 
contractors dealing with the railroad com- 
pany. 

Another Injunction Bill Filed. 

Another bill for an injunction was filed in 
the Superior Court yesterday against the 
Union Consolidated Elevated railroad com- 
pany to prevent the use of Van Buren street 
from Wabash avenue to Halsted street. The 
bill is the same as the one pending before 
Judge Payne, which will be argued tomor- 
row. The only difference between the two 
bills is that the complainants are a differ- 
ent set of property-owners. No injunction 
was issued, and the two bills will probably 
be heard by Judge Payne at the same time. 
The latest bill asks for an injunction re- 
straining the loop company from presenting 
a petition in support of its ordinance at next 
Monday’s meeting of the Council. 

The complainants are John McMahon, 
Martin De Tamble, B. Loewenthal. John 8. 
Long, Spencer C. Long, and W. C. Hall, ex- 
ecutors of the estate of Nimrod Long: J. B. 
Briggs, Martha N. Horton, George N. Hor- 
ton, representing the estate of G. W. Hor- 
ton. The property of the complainants 
fronts on Van Buren street, between Frank- 
lin street on the east side and Clinton street 
west of theriver. The bill charges that as 
the Council has no power to summon wit- 
nesses the company ought not to be permit- 
ted to present the purchased consents to the 
Council.
